•THE PECULIAR WEATHER THAT MADE 


1816 A PHENOMENON. - 


LAURA KEENE. 


'o Summer Except What tittle Come 


', In December—In New England the 
I Year Wn» Coiled "ElBllteen Hun- 


dred and S**rve to Death." 


. European And American data r#pre- 
rout tln> year ns having been phenomenal 
in nlmost every particular. In New Eng- 
land the year went by the name of "eight- 
een hundred and starve to death," and 
(he summer months are known in history 
UK "the cold summer of 1816," so lemark- 
a blot-was the temperature. 


The sun's rays seemed to be destitute 


of heat, and all nature was clad in a sa- 
ble hue. M'en and women became fright- 
ened and imagined that the fire in the 
sun was beinp; rapidly extinguished and 
that the. world would soon come to an 
end. Ministers took the phenomenon(for 
the test of their sermons, and pseudo sci- 
entific men talked of things they knew 
not of, while the fanatics took advantage 
of the occasions to form religious organi- 
zations. 


The winter of 1815-16 vras very cold in, 


Europe, but comparatively mild in this 
country, and did not in any way indicate 
the severe weather that soon prevailed. 
K- on the almanacs were silent, and, al- 
though the usual indications "about now 
look out for cold weather" or "this is a 
Rood time for snow" were entered ia the 
regular portions of the book devoted to 
the winter predictions, those used for 
chronicling the pleasanter months bad no 
such alarming warnings. 


January was mild, so much so that for 


dnys the people allowed their fires to go 
out, 
as artificial beat made the buildings 


uncomfortably 
warm. 
This 
pleasant 


weather was broken by a severe cold 
snap in February, but this low tempera- 
ture passed in a few days, and a warmer 
condition similar to the month previous 
set in. March "came in like a lion, but 
went out like a lamb." There was noth- 
ing unusual in the climatic conditions of 
the month which differed from those gen- 
erally found in the windy season. April 


, was the advance guard of this strango 
freak in temperature. The early days 
were warm and bright, but as the month 
drew to a close the cold increased until it 
ended !n ice and snow and a very low 
temperature. To those who delighted in 
balmy May days and loved to watch the 
budding Dowers the May of 1810 was n 
bitter disappointment. True, buds camp, 
but so did the frost, and one night laid all 
vegetation a blackened waste. Corn wns 
killed, and the fields had to be made ready 
for another planting, but the people's as- 
tonishment was 
complete when 
they 


found ice formed to the thickness of half 
np inch in the pools. June, the "month of 
roses." was this year a month of ice and 
desolation. The "oldest inhabitant" was 
surprised, for never before had the mr-r- 
cury sunk so low in the tube in these lat- 


' iturles in the last month of spring. Frost, 
"See and snow wore common. Almost ev- 
ery green thing that had taken advantage, 
of a few warm days to develop was 
killed, and various kinds of fruit were 
nearly all destroyed. One day the beauti- 
ful snow fell to a depth of ten inches in 
Vermont, seven inches in Maine arid, 
three inches iu Massachusetts and cen- 
tral New York. Matters were beginning 
to be interesting. IJeoiffc were undecided 
whether to spend the winter in the south 
or at the seashore and mountains. One 
day the latter resorts were desirable, ami 
the next would decide in favor of the 
former, but on the whole the southern 
clime was preferred. 


July was accompanied by frost aud 


joe, aud those who celebrated the glorious 
Fourth "not wisely but too well" found 
an abundance of ice handy for immediate 
use the next morning. It was not very 
thick, not more thau one-sixteenth of an 
inch, but it was ice, and it caused the 
gond people of New England. New York 
and some sections of Pennsylvania to 
look grave. That month Indian corn was 
destroyed in all but the most favored lo- 
cations, and but a small quantity escaped. 


Surely August would put an end to 


such cold weather, but the farmers as 
well as hotel proprietors were doomed to 
disappointment. The midsummer month 
was if possible more cheerless than the 
days already passed. Ice formed even 


• thicker than it had done the monfli be- 


fore, and corn was so badly frozen that 
it wns cut for fodder, and almost every 
green plant in this country as well as 


• Europe was 
frozen. 
Papers received 


from England stated that the year 1810 
would be remembered by the generation 
then living as a year in which there was 
no summer. 


What little corn ripened in the unex- 


posed states wns worth almost its weight 
in silver, and farmers were compelled to 
provide themselves with corn grown in 
,1815 for the seed they used in the spring 
of 1817. This seed never cost so much, 
.being difficult to get even at $5 per 


".bushel. 


i The last month of summer was ushered 
in bright and warm, and for two weeks 
the now almost frozen people began to 
thaw out. It was the mildest weather of 
the year, and just as the inhabitants got 
fairly to appreciate it old Boreas and 
."Jnclt Frost .came along and whitened and 
hardened everything in their path. On 
the IGth ice formed n quarter of an indh 
thick, and winter clothing that had been 
laid away for a few days was again 
brought forth and wrapped round shiver- 
ing humanity. By this time the people 
had given up all hopes of again seeing 
the flowers bloom or hearing the birds 
sing and began to prepare for a bard 
winter. 


October kept up the reputation of its 


predecessors, as there was scarcely a day 
that the thermometer registered higher 
that) 30 degrees. November was also, ex- 
tremely cold, and sleighing was good the 
first week of the month; but, strange to 
relate, December was the mildest and 
most comfortable month of the entire 
year, a condition which led many people 
to believe that the seasons had changed 
about. 


Of course the cold spell sent bread 


ptuffs to an unheard of price, and it was 
impossible to obtain for table use many 
of the common vegetables, as they were 
required for'seed. Flour sold In 1817 in 
thr- cities for $13 per barrel, and the 
praco price of wheat In1 England was 97 
•hillings per quarter.—'Boston Globe.

Trnscdy It foreshadowed. ' 


"Lnura Keene, with whom I appeared 


In 1802-03," says Stuart llobson ia Ev- 
erybody's Magazine, "was one of tho 
rnopt intelligent women I ever mot, and 
yet her most pronounced characteristic 
was one which is generally associated 
with Sguoranee.

T "SKULL CAMP" BRIDGE. """ 
tajr „ 


Gvewttome Tradition and Some 
Real HUtory SnrroandlnK It. 


"Within a mile of> Shclbyvillc, Tenn., 


there was once n ford in Duck river 
called "Skull Camp ford." The river is 
now ciossed at that point by a bridge 
called, popularly and officially, "Skull 
Camp bridge." In early days tho ford 
was used as a sort of milepost, thus "BO 
many miles to or from Skull Camp ford," 
but whence or why this singular name 
not a dozen persons in Bedford county 
can answer. 


There is a tradition which has been 


handed down from father to son for 
years that at one time a great battle was 
fought between the whites and Indians at 
this point aud that the bodies of the 
slain were left unburied on the scene. 
Some thought that De Soto on his fa- 
mous march to the discovery of the Mis- 
sissippi river fought the battle, but olher 
traditions bad it that the battle was 
fought by early settlers or prospectors in 
this section. Yet no one can point to a 
historical mention of such a battle. 


Old men who were here as early as 


1803 were wont to say that a band of 
immigrants from Georgia or South Caro- 
lina, on camping at the ford for rest, 
discovered a large number of human 
skulls and bones lying in heaps about, 
and they at once called their camp the 
"Skull camp." , The ford took its name 
from this camp, and it was known as 
such to all movers to this section, and 
here it has been so called and known 
since the memory of no one now alive 
"runneth to the contrary." 


That human skulls in large numbers 


were found there is not doubted, but how 
they came there nothing, unless the tradi- 
tion mentioned, explains. 


It was at this "Skull camp" bridge that 


the 
retiring 
Confederate 
cavalry 
o£ 


lira Kg's army in 18G3 made a stand 
against tlie advancing cavalry of Kose- 
cruns, nnd it was on tho bridge thnt the 
Confederates wore obliged to abandon 
their cannon, throwing, them into the 
river, win-re they yet remain. 
It was 


just above Ihis bridge, too, that General 
Joe Wheeler forced his horse to jump 
from u high embankment iuto the river 
and swam to the opposite bank in order 
to escape the crowding and largely out- 
rmmbeiing Federals. 
None of tint,, how- 


ever, explains the name "Skull camp," 
and it in to be regretted that, no historian 
has yet accounted for it.—St. Louis Ke- 
publie.

found on board. Every man had disap- 
peared, from the captain to the boy, and 
the captain's wife and child also were as 
f they had never been seen. The vessel 
.s-as minutely and carefully examined. 
iThere was an inspection by the Atneri- 
jcan consul. There was a businesslike 
'.noting of all details and a report was 
duly prepared for the authorities on the 
other side of the spa. 


Listen to the astonishing pnrtieulara 


which an examination of the brig reveal- 
ed: Not a rope or stay, not a sail, was in- 
jured or n bolt missing. Everything from 
truck to keel was in its proper place. The 
brig's boats—note this fact, please— were 
Vill on board, slung on their davits or 
stowed on deck. Below everything was 
in tho same undisturbed state. 
The 


watches of the captain and his wife 
hung on nails in tho cabin. In the men's 
quarter?!, ns in the cabin—another fact to 
be noted—there were the remains of half 
oaten dinners, cooked apparently no long 
time before the brig drifted toward the 
Spjnish coast. Below nnd aloft all was 
silence—.1 ghastly, significant silence, ap- 
palling by reason of its inexplicable na- 
ture and causing the faces of the scarch- 
oi F to pulo before tho mysterious possi- 
bilities which offered as solutions of the 
grim deadliest of the ship. 


Since tho dny when the Marie Celeste 


drifted on her course to the European 
shores not a trace of any one of the twen- 
ty souls hnd been discovered. Needless 
to sny, strict inquiries were made both in 
America und in Europe concerning cap- 
tain nnd crew. Every sailors' home was 
notified of the story, in case some derelict 
seaman should have come to a restful 
haven therein. 
I believe they included 


Americans, Danes, Norwegians and men 
of other nations in their numbers. 
But 


not a setap of intelligence, not a wave 
washed bottle with a message in it, not 
even a dead body, ever came to light 
which could suggest a solution of this 
horrible mystery. 


Suppose we set our wits a-going on 


the problem of the Marie Celeste, what 
explanations are possible or likely to 
merit attention? Pirates and a whole- 
sale slaughter of the crew by ordinary 
murder or by walking the plank? Non- 
sense. Firncy was no more common in 
the Atlantic in the sixties than it is now, 
'nnd pirates do not attack a ship merely 
for the sake of murdering the crew or 
without looting the vessel. 


A storm which swept everybody away? 


Equally untenable as a theory, for storms 
there was none at the time the brig 
drifted eastward, and storms leave traces 
of damage such as were absent in a ves- 
sel with all sails set and not a rope or 
holt missing. 


Don't forget the half eaten dinners, for 


that fact proves that within a short dis- 
tance of the land the crew was practi- 
cally at rest, undisturbed by any omen 
of approaching calamity, and no disease 
I know of cave perhaps cholera of ma- 
lignant type can kill people in a few 
hours. Besides, j-ou must have infection, 
and whence did the pestilent microbes 
come to the brig? 
Sudden insanity on 


the part of one of the crew, leading to 
homicidal slaying of the others? Well, if 
you elect 1^ believe that theory yon may. 
I don't, for the plain reason that seven- 
teen men coald surely have overpowered 
one. 
The insanity idea will not work. 


, Have I any suggestion to make? 
I 


have, though I offer it in. all modesty, I 
seeing that if my information is correct • 
American scientists were consulted re- 
garding the possibilities of catastrophes 
arising from the denizens of the sea 
themselves and rejected the idea. 
But 


we know more about certain sea mon- 
sters in this year of grace than they did 
in the sixties, and my explanation of the 
.mystery of the Marie Celeste is that 
which attributed the disappearance of tho 
crew to the attack of a huge octopus or 
devilfish, or of some other member Of the 
cuttlefish group. 
Let me picture what 


may have happened. There is n man at 
the wheel. All the others arc below at 
mess. 
', A huge octopus rises from the deep and 
with a wave of its sticker studded arms 
onclrclcs tho steersman. lie yells for 
help. Everybody rushes on deck. Then 
up sweep tbo other arms of the monster 
:ind one hj one or en masse the whole are 
included in the tenacious grasp of the sea 
devil. They nre swept over the side and 
perish. There is no damage done to the 
vessel, and the octopus leaves no traces 
of its attack, as it sinks itself, a loath- 
some mass of flesh nnd muscle, into tho 
ocean abyss. 
If we find squids, which 


nre cousins of the octopus, forty and fifty 
feet long, if octopl abound in southern 
Bpns with bodies us big ns vats and arma 
twenty feet in length—these things we 


(know—we may go further nnd fare worse 
In our ottemnt in explain this mystery 
of the deep.—London Illustrated News.

She fortunately recovered, and her phy- 
sicians think that the present disfigure- 
ment to her face which resulted from 
the necessity of an operation will not 
be permanent.

Washington. Dec. "S.—The battle- 


ships Koarsargo. Mas:-,ach;isettts and 
Alabama, with the collier Hannibal, 
comprising tho North Atlantic squad- 
roi., have arrived at Culebra island, 
tho newly selected naval station east 
ol the island of Porto Rico, and very 
near to St. Ttiomas.

The harbor 
of San Juan is not accessible to these 
warships with their deep draft, and it 
is the purpose of the navy department 
to develop the possibilities of Culebra 
island as a naval base for which it is 
believed to be admirably suited.
